NARROW HALLWAY and cloakroom of North central school is 
shown above during the rush hour at the end of the school day. 
Children are allowed to go after their coats a few at a time to re- 
duce congestion in the narrow area. One room on the first floor 
has no other access except a hall like this unless you go through 
the kindergarten. 


TRAFFIC 7AM of fourth and sixth grade students at Loveland 
school is shown as the youngsters pour out of one of the double 
classrooms and begin descending the stairway. The double class is 
taught by Miss Mary Jane Boynton. Behind the group at the head 


of the stairs is a small library occupying space in the hall. 


CROWDED CLASSROOM in the basement of Loveland school 
shown above. It is the third grade taught by Mrs. Ruth Angell, 
shown at rear. Note steam pipes along the wall. Because of its 
nearness to the boiler room this basement classroom usually is too 
hot for the children's comfort during winter months. Space is at 
a minimum with less than six feet between the first row of desks 


and the blackboard. 


SUBTERRANEAN PASSAGE at North Central school is shown 
above as a group of youngsters move through the boiler room on 
their way to the west building of the school. The descent into the 
passageway is made by a flight of narrow, poorly lighted stairs.

now retired from the betting busi- 
ness. 


Under questioning, Carroll de- 


nied he had ever received police 
protection or had discussed pro- 
tection with police officials. 


Carroll's session with the crime 


investigators brought two points 
where questions were raised as to 
whether there 
was 
conflicting 


testimony. 


No "Syndicate" 


One was about his relations with 


Bookmaker Frank Erickson of 
New Tork. He denied he did busi- 
ness with Erickson or that they 
were members of a 
nationwide 


"betting syndicate." 


It was noted that Erickson, in 


testimony to the McFarland com- 
mittee, had told of friendship with 
Carroll and said: "We do business 
with one another." 


Later again Carroll contended 


he had no interest in the Mooney- 
Grady set-up. 


John Burling, associate commit- 


tee counsel, said Carroll had told 
a senate commerce subcommittee 
previously that he had no interest 
in the organization.

rilous and inflammatory" publications against the Negro race in Chi- 
cago? exceeded powers conferred by its charter,

In other opinions, the supreme 


court: 


1. Declared invalid a section of 


the Eminent Domain act

private property for highway use 
before an award is determined by 
the courts. 


2. Upheld the 
Logan 
county 


court which knocked out a 1946 
airport tax in the county. 


3. Affirmed 
the murder con- 


viction and life sentence of Fred 
Putnam, Decatur taxicab driver, 
'in the 1947 slaying of Dalton Rice 


in the Decatur labor temple. 


In the White Circle League case, 


the corporation had contended the 
dissolution 
order infringed 
on 


constitutional guarantees of free- 
dom and speech and press*. 


Under the voided section of the 


eminent domain act, land could 
be taken for public use upon filing 
a declaration of taking and paying 
the estimated compensation for-the 
property to the court clerk. 


The supreme court's decision re- 


versed a Madison county circiut 
court ruling. 
The tribunal held 


that compensation for property 
would have to be fixed by a jury 
and paid before it could be taken 
by the state for highway purposes. 


These School Buildings Out of Date 


LOVELAND SCHOOL built in 1913 occupies a high, windy hill in Swissville. Classrooms in this build- 
ing are small, crowded, and not sound proofed. One fire escape can be reached only by climbing a 


ladder and opening a window. Enrollment at the school is 145. 


ANTIQUE ARCHITECTURE on North Central school is shown In the picture above. The east build- 
ing, which is shown, was constructed in 1868, just after the Civil war. Splits in the brick have been 
mended with cement and the handrail of the front steps has pulled loose from the ancient bricks. 
Inside halls and stairways are too narrow for safety. A new school building proposed by the board 


of education would cost $920,000.

U. S. soldiers today pitched a tent within.sight of a hill 
where a Red battalion was holding out against repeated as- 
saults. 


The tent was only partly protected by a three-foot high 
rice paddy bank.

One by one the tent pegs were pounded into the ground. 
Then a couple,, of high tables were put under the canvas. 
Three telephone lines were run in from the nearby road. 


Finally one soldier straightened up, took'off his cap to 
scratch his head and said: 


"Well, it looks like we're in 


business." 


The business in this case was 


directing the fire of a battalion of 
artillery pieces set up several 
miles farther behind the front- 
lines. 
. 


Farther forward a spotter was 


stationed on a hilltop where he 
could see targets, watch the shell 
bursts and relay reports back. 


Even farther forward a spotter 


was stationed on'a hilltop where 
he could see targets, watch the 
shell bursts and relay the results 
back to the control tent on the 
edge of the rice paddy. 


Relay Information 


In the tent Sgt. R. J. Galvin *bf 


Dubuque, la., got a telephone call 
from the forward observer. Some 
enemy entrenchments had- been 
observed and the'assault troops 
wanted them plastered with artil- 
lery. Galvin relayed this informa- 
tion to Lt. Donald L. Mann of 
Atlanta, Ga.

sue, according to A. H. Lan* 
caster, school district super- 
intendent. Already 31 peti- 
tions ate in circulation and 
will be returned by Monday. 
The school board will meet in 
adjourned session at 7:30 
p. m. next Tuesday to check 
the petitions. 


If the building program is 


approved, one school will be 
built at the intersection of 
Morgan street and Sterling 
avenue while the other build- 
ing is planned for an eight- 
acre tract northwest of Penn- 
sylvania avenue and the stone 
quarry. 


The Telegraph found the two 


buildings now in use do not meet 
m o d e r n 
educational demands. 


Loveland was built in 1913 and 
North Central in 1868. 


There are now 145 pupils at 


Loveland school with only six class 
rooms for seven grades. This 
means that the fourth and sixth 
grades must double up in one 
room. Two grades, kindergarten 
and the eighth grade4, have to meet 
at North Central. 


No Indoor Gym 


There is no indoor gym at Love- 


land. 
Students must go to the 


armory, more than a mile away. 
Other schools must be used for 
manual arts and home economics 
training, as there is no space at 
Loveland for these subjects to be 
taught.

Because the 
Loveland 
school 


building is so cramped for space, 
two grades, the first and the third, 
must meet in crowded basement

"They let us walk into the trap 


and then they sprang it," said

Just as one has 
started breakfast the light sud- 
denly goes out and also the radia- 
tor and just as it is getting dark 
at about 4 p.m., off they go again 
and one has to make tea and eat 
by candlelight. It certainly makes 
one realize the difficulties of the 
olden days, one feels positively 
medieval. On Monday the electric- 
ity was'off from 7:45 to 12:30 and 
then again from 3 p.m. to 5:20 
p.m. Some houses are all electric 
and a great deal of the food gets 
spoiled. Luckily we have a gas 
cooker and although the pressure 
is poor it never lets us down. 


Ito Disgusting 


And now the coal shortage and 


talk of importing coal. In a coun- 
try full of coal as England is it is 
just disgusting. In fact it is in- 
furiating that these 
conditions 


should persist five yean after the 
war. 


It may WWI be 'that there is less actual danger than we 


believed two months ago. If that is so, part of the difference 
may be in a n*ore accurate appraisal of Russia's capacity 
to make war hi the years just ahead.

should it not be viewed simply as proof that the Russians 
respect strength and nothing more? 


Why, then, do. we see fit to relax the pace of our mobili- 


zation program at the very moment it is beginning to pack 
real weight in the struggle with Russia? 
Basically, until paper is turned into men and steel, we're 


right where we were on Jan. 1. There's no European army 
worthy of the name and the U. S. armed forces aren't greatly 
enlarged. Munitions for us and Europe are still a trickle. 


We've killed a lot of Chinese Reds but we haven't elimi- 


nated a single Russian soldier. The huge Russian military 
establishment is essentially intact. It may not be all we 
imagined in our worst fears, but it's nothing to-shrug off 
either. 
We Americans will never be quite the political equals ol 


our Soviet friends until we stop swinging like a pendulum 
from total alarm to total indifference. It's neither grown 
up nor safe. If it was right in January to build up our de 
fenses, it's not right to go fishing in March.

The most important difference 


between Samba (three-pack Ca- 
nasta) and ordinary Canasta is 
that in the three-pack game you 
are allowed to meld sequences. 
When a sequence consists of seven 
cards in a row in the same suit 
(without any wild cards), it is 
called a "samba." 


If you think the word samba 


means a dance, wait until you play 
this card game. If you manage to 
complete a samba, you get a bonus 
of 1500 points—and if you're too 
polite to get up and dance for joy, 
at least you feel like doing so. 


My friend and favorite -partner, 


John R. Crawford, has just written 
a book on this exciting new game. 
He explains some of the important 
differences between Samba and 
Canasta as follows: 


Sequences: You may meld a se- 


quence in Samba: three or more 
cards in a row and in the same 
suit. The cards rank for sequences 
as follows: 


A (highest) K - Q - J - 10 - » - 8- 


7-6-5-4 (lowest). 


No wild card may ever be used 


in sequence. A seven-card sequence 
is a sequence-canasta or samba, 
and is worth a bonus of 150( 
points. No card can ever be addec 
to a completed sequence canasta. 


You may never ttke the discard 


pile to match a sequence that is 
still in your hand. If you have a 
sequence meld (not yet a seven- 
card sequence) on the table, you 
may take an unfrozen pile if the 
top card fits immediately to either 
end of .that sequence meld. 


Wild Cards: No more than two 


wild cards may be used in any 
meld; and no wild card at all may 
be used in a sequence meld. This 
means that you need five natural 
cards as a base for an ordinary 
canasta. (In Canasta you may use 
up to three wild cards in a meld: 
and you need only four natural 
cards as a base.) 


You may never add a wild card 


to a completed canasta, even 
though that canasta may contain 
fewer than -two wild cards. How- 
ever, you may add as many na- 
tural cards as you like to a closed 
canasta (although this might be a 
poor play). 


Donfcto M«Ms: In Samba you're 


allowed to have more than one 
meld in the same rank. For ex- 
ample, your partnership may put 
down:

Do you think you'd have a right 


to refuse to testify before TV? 
If you did and later were con- 
victed, after a trial in federal 
court, of contempt of congress, 


could be jailed for a year. 


The answer will not be known 


until someone some day flatly 
refuses, is convicted of contempt, 
appeals to the supreme court, and 
gets a decision from that tribunal 
which always has the final word. 


Not on iTrial 


A person on the witness stand 


before a congressional investi- 
gating committee is not on trial 
in the strict sense although the 


'It testimony he gives, may discredit 


him or actually lead to a later trial 
and jail for some offense. 


The supreme court itself has 


rigid views about what should be 
permitted inside federal courts 
where people are tried. 
It has 


ruled absolutely no pictures of 
court proceedings. That means 
not only TV but no still photos 
and no movies 


_ It doesn't necessarily follow that 
*the court would rule that no pic- 


tures—or at least no TV pictures 
—can be taken in a congressional 
hearing if a witness doesn't want 
to face the cameras. 


Face First Test 


The Kefauver committee Itself 


may have had some doubts about 
its right to force a witness before 
It to testify in full view of TV. 
The first test on this question 


-came in St. Louis from CarrolL 
* 
He was called to testify but 


refused when he saw the TV 
lenses. The committee was pre- 
paring, to ask the full senate to 
cite him for contempt. Once that 
happened, he'd have to stand trial 
in federal court on the contempt 
charge. 


But meanwhile the committee 


moved to New York where it 
called Costello. He, too, refused 


2)to let the TV machines picture 


his face while he was testifying. 
But he consented to letting his 
hands be TV'd. 


That satisfied the committee. 


Outraged Privacy 


Carroll, apparently taking a leaf 


from Costello's book and not 
wanting to make a test which 
might land him in jail, notified 
the commttee this week that he 
would testfy. He waa scheduled, 


jfcto do so today. The committee 


agreed to let only his hands be 
TVd. 
Carroll's excuse in first refusing 


was that he didn't want to be an 
object of ridicule in 
the 
TV 


cameras, meaning on the screens 
In millions of homes. He said this 
sort of thing outraged his sense 
of privacy. 


He may not have been on solid 


ground with the objection, but 


,_ Carroll's attorney offered another 
^reason for his refusal and may 


have been on firmer ground. He 
said Carroll might be so excited 
under the eye of TV, that he 
couldn't testify. 


If he couldn't,- then he was being 


^deprived of presenting his case 
as he best could. This implied 
he was seeking protection under 
that part of the constitution which 
guarantees everyone "due process" 


r of law. 
* Yesterday, Senator Wiley, Wis- 


consin Republican, suggested that 
congressional committees adopt a 
voluntary code of conduct for 
themselves on the question of TV- 
ing witnesses at hearings.

NEW YORK, (AP)—Alger Hiss, 


one-time bright young star of 
President Roosevelt's New Deal, 
surrendered today to begin serving 
a 
five-year-prison 
t e r m for 


perjury. 


The 46-year-old former high 


state department official—his ap- 
peals to the higher courts rejected 
—gave himself up to Federal 
Judge Henry W. Goddard. 


Hiss was convicted Jan. 21, 


1950, on two counts of perjury. 
The conviction, in effect, branded 
him as a liar and traitor who 
betrayed his country by turning 
over government secrets to Whit- 
taker Chambers, admitted courier 
of a Communist spy ring. 


Hiss, handsome and brilliant, 


was convicted after two trials, the 
first of which ended in a dead- 
locked jury. 


The second jury believed the 


startling story told by Chambers, 
the government's star witness who 
said the former government of- 
ficial turned over secret documents 
to him. 


Hiss entered government service 


in 1933. He rose quickly to be- 
come the

man of 


Francis B. Sayre, assistant secre- 
tary of state.

John Alesia, legislative repre- 


sentative of the Illinois State In- 
dustrial Union council, CIO, term- 
ed the bill an "attack on liberty." 
He said such anti-subversive bills 
are "not used against sedition but 
against working people attempting 
to advance themselves." 


Postponed a Week 


Two 
separate 
anti-subversive 


proposals were heard by the house 
education committee but a de- 
cision on them was postponed a 
week. 


One of the bills makes ineligible 


for public office or a teaching job 
persons affiliating with subversive 
groups. This measure also requires 
loyalty oaths from all public em- 
ployes. 


The second bill authorizes dis- 


missal of teachers advocating sub- 
versive doctrines in their teaching. 


Rabbi Morton M. Berman of 


Chicago, told the committee the 
legislation "bears the earmark of 
totalitarianism." Four other wit- 
nesses joined him in opposition. 


Rep. 
Ora Dillavou (R-Urbana) 


said he doesn't see "anything in 
these bills that will hurt anyone 
who wants to be a real American."

the unions and meat packing in- 
dustry. 


Armour & Company and Swift 


& Company yesterday suggested 
the workers accept a three cent 
an hour increase retroactive to 
Feb. 9. The hike would fall with- 
in the WSB formula, limiting in- 
creases to 10 per cent above Jan. 
15, 1950, levels. The packers said 
the 11 cent raise would be paid to

proved by the WSB.

The first time, during 
World War II, the challenge was 
met by a lobby of the Bowling 
Proprietors' Association of Ameri- 
ca which settled for a $10-per-alley 
bed assessment, annually. 


A few years ago the alley tax 


went to 520, to beat the 20 per 
cent levy. Ths time, though, it 
might not be that easy. Proprie- 
tors don't want a higher alley tax 
any more than they want the bug- 
a-boo Secretary Snjder is hound- 
ing them with. 


Harry Cosset, owner of Gosset's 


Riviera, a 26-alley affair in mid- 
town New York, says it as plainly 
as it can be said 


"If they put any more taxes on 


the game, the customer will have 


to pay the freight ana that won't 
be good for bowling. 


"Bowlers already figure they're 


paying too much. The proprietors 
can't absorb rising costs any long- 
er. Twenty years ago, it cost 25 
cents a. line to bowl. Now it costs 
35 cents. 


"The 
pnce increase certainly 


isn't m pace with the way opera- 
tional costs have gone up. Shellac, 
for example, has gone up more 
than 50 cents a gallon in the last 
couple years. High-grade pins are 
up maybe five dollars a set. Rent, 
insurance, salaries, light, heat— 
everything has gone up. And we've 
been taking it rather than hurt the 
customer. , 


"Heaven knows the customer's 


got enough problems of his own. 
He's worried about taxes and the 
high cost of Imng and the war. 
He's been doing from eight to 25 
per cent less bowling in the last 
j ear."

BERLIN, Germany, (NEA) — 


The last and only mounted horse 
platoon on active duty in the U. S. 
'Army still rides in Berlin. 


Its 38 men and their horses, part 


of the 759th Military Police, were 
among the first troops to enter 
Berlin in 1945. Then their job was 
to patrol the Soviet zonal border, 
maintain order, and carry out 
missions in parts of the city where 
mechanized vehicles are unable to 
operate. 


Today the 759th horse platoon's 


primary task is riot control. As a 
part of the American Constabu- 
lary; it is a highly-mobile striking 
force, heavily armed with rifles, 
pistols, sabres and riot sticks. 


"Old at 40,50,60?

Fresh, life-giving eggs have al- 


ways been a symbol of Easter. 
Now is the time, therefore, to 
brush up on egg cookery. Eggs 
are plentiful and an important 
budget food. 


Poached Eggs 


Bring water in shallow pan to 


the boiling point—enough to have 
about two inches of water. Re- 
duce heat to hold temperature at 
simmering. 
Break each egg into 


a sauce dish and slip egg into 
water quickly at the surface. Cook 
3 to 5 minutes depending on the 
firmness desired. 
Remove eggs 


with slotted pancake turner or 
spoon, and drain. 


Salt and vinegar are unneces- 


sary to poaching. Milk or broth 
may be used instead of water. 


Broiled Eggs 


Heat just enough fat to grease 


a shallow skillet or flame-proof 
baking dish. When fat is Just hot 
enough to sizzle a drop of water, 
break eggs and slip into skillet— 
from a sauce dish if preferred. 
Cook on top the range just until 
eggs turn white, about 1 minute. 
Place skillet in heated broiler and 
broil eggs at moderate tempera- 
ture to desired doneness, 2 to 4 
minutes. 


Variations: Pour 1 tablespoon of 


cream per egg into skillet when 
edges are white and before plac- 
ing in broiler. 


Sprinkle over eggs 1 teaspoon 


grated cheese or buttered crumbs 
before placing in broiler. 


Baked (Shirred) Egg* 


Break and slip 1 or 2 eggs Into 


greased individual shallow baking 
dishes. 
Bake in slow oven (325 


degrees- F.) 12 to 18 minutes, de- 
pending upon firmness desired. 
Serve from baking dishes. 


Variations: Circle a strip of par- 


tially cooked bacon around edge 
of dish. 


Line bottom of dishes with but- 


tered crumbs. Place a slice of 
cheese atop crumbs, then break 
eggs into dish 
Top with grated 


cheese or crumbs. 
Proceed as 


above. 


Pour 1 to 2 tablespoons cream 


into each dish. Break eggs into 
dish and proceed as above. 


French Omelet 


(Serves 2) 


Three eggs, 3 tablespoons milk 


or water, % teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper, scant, 1 tablespoon 
fat. 


Mix eggs, milk, salt and pepper 


thoroughly. Avoid foaminess. Heat 
fat in skillet (approx. 8-in.) just 
hot enough to sizzle a drop of wa- 
ter. Pour in egg mixture. Reduce 
heat. As the mixture at the edges 
begins to thicken, draw the cooked 
portions with the fork toward th« 
center so that the uncooked por- 
tions flow to the bottom. Tilt 
skillet as it is necessary to hasten 
flow of uncooked eggs. Do not 
stir and keep mixture as level as 
possible. 
When eggs no longer 


flow and surface is still moist, in- 
crease heat to brown bottom 
quickly. 
Carefully loosen edge. 


Fold in half or roll. Total cooking 
time—5 to 8 minutes.

Exclusive Access to Iranian Oil May Be Factor 
In World Dominance, Says Analyst

AF Foreign Affairs Analyst 
Gen. Eisenhower might be cred- 


ited with second-sight in his'recent 
statement before the senate for- 
eign relations 
committee that, 


from the military standpoint, he 
would like to see Spain, Yugoslav- 
ia, Greece and Turkey brought 
into the Atlantic Pact set-up to 
strengthen its right flank. 


Since thai Iran (Persia)—uiie of 


the world's 
politico-m i 1 i t a r y 


danger 
spots—which lies up 


against that proposed allied flank, 
has exploded into internal dis- 
order. Martial law has been clamp- 
ed on the country for two months. 


Involves Discontent 


The trouble involves discontent 


of the tenant farmers in their re- 
lations to the wealthy land-owners. 
More important, it involves wide- 
spread opposition to continuation 
of British majority control of the 
rich Persian oil wells by agree- 
ment with the Tehran government. 
Actually the Tehran parliament 


has voted tentative nationalization 
of the oil fields to the exclusion of 
England. 


Communist influence from ad- 


joining Red Russia is said to be 
inspiring much of the trouble. 
Thus the affair simmers down to 
a struggle for control between the 
Soviet Union and Britain with her 
allies in this strategic land. 


Determining Factor 


Thu Pcioian oil fields aic so cx- 


tensive that exclusive access to 
them by a group of nations might 
be a determining factor in estab- 
lishing the balance of military 
power. That is to say, if Russia 
gained control it -would give her 
military potential a mighty fillip. 
The same would be true of the 
major Western nations, of course. 


That is why the present situa-

There has been some tendency 


in Iran and in the United States 
to question the validity of this 
treaty in the light of Russia's 
agreement in 1946 not to meddle 


in Persian affairs in connection 
with Azerbaijan, and also as out* 
dated by the United Nations 
charter. 


The terms of the old treaty also 


seem to be quite specific in limit- 
ing Russian intervention to th« 
event that some third power might 
move military forces into Iran 
with the intent of using the coun- 
try as a base for action against 
Russia.

new spring finery. 


This attitude is one you should 


nurture, according to hair stylist 
Victor Vito. The appearance-con- 
scious little girl, correctly guided, 
grows up to be the well-groomed 
woman. 


In choosing a new hair style for 


^•our daughter, it's most important, 


he stresses, that you avoid those 
that copy grown-up coiffures. 


Not only is it unfair to burden 


a fidgety small girl with the tedi- 
um of elaborate hair care, but the 
effect of these arrangements is 
usually less than lovely. Moppets 
who look like miniature adults are 
robbed of much of their childish 
charm. 


Your best tools for building your 


Child's beauty are not curlers, ac- 


cording to Vito, but a brush and a 
pair of scissors. A natural style, 
which requires nothing more than, 
brushing and a flick of the comb 
between champoos, should be your 
first choice. 


If your daughter has straight 


hair, concentrate upon neatness 
and ease of arrangement. Make 
certain her haircut follows the 
. contours of her head. Since most 
hair falls naturally downward and 
forward, it's best to adhere to 
these lines. Going against the 
grain results in stubborn wisps 
that stand out from the head, Vito 
warns. 


Often, by cutting according to 


natural inclinations of the hair, 
it's possible to heighten any small 
tendency to curl that may be 
there. Even if this is limited to 
only a bit of softness that frames 
her face, it's worth searching out. 


The straight-as-a-stick kind of 


hair can be played up in two ways: 
hairline interest, or gloss. If your 
daughter has a widow's peak or 
an otherwise interesting forehead 
line, comb her hair to show it off 


and to accent the shape of her 
face. A center part often points 
up this feature well. 


Add to this a satiny sheen, at- 


tained with a hair brush, and the 
lacking curls won't be missed. 


To much curl can be a problem, 


too. Thick, bouncy hair, if uncon- 
trolled, is often bushy and un- 
kempt looking. 


Vito suggests cutting this type 


of hair close, but not so short as to 
sacrifice a soft, girlish line. Your 
goal, in making your daughter look 
her best, is what he calls "con- 
trolled fluff." 


Ends are cut to provide fluff, 


not on an all-over fly-away basis, 
but only in those places where it 
can serve a strategic beauty pur- 
pose. 


Children's hair styles deviate 


little from the classic, tried-and- 
true arrangements that are good 
year after year. The important 
thing is not keeping your small 
daughter at fashion's forefront, 
but finding a becoming style for 
her.

Be Discouraged If Bombs Hit 


CHICAGO — (AP) — Civilian 


evacuation will be the last resort 
in the event of enemy aerial at- 
tack on Illinois cities. 


Lenox R. Lohr, state civil de- 


fense director, said yesterday that 
"citizens will have the greatest 
safety by seeking shelter where 
they are and remaining there un- 
til instructions are given by their 
local civil defense authority." 


He advised against mass flights 


from cities at the sound of an alert 
because (1) there wouldn't be time 
to get far enough away, (2) per- 
sons caught in -the open would be 
in much greater danger than those 
several miles from the selected 
point, and (4) a mass escape ef- 
fort would block rescue teams 
coming in. 


Panic Big Obstacle 


He said there is virtually no 


chance that large communities 
coulfl be completely evacuated on 
short notice and added that "under 
the state civil defense plans, panic 
leading to disorganized exodus will 


be prevented at all costs." The 
only chance seen for orderly evac- 
uation would be in cities with less 
than 50,000 population. 


Lohr warned that "panic could 


result in casualties far exceeding 
those from other causes and could 
demoralize war production." 


If there should be sufficient no- 


tice of an attack, Lohr explained, 
an official priority system of evac- 
uation will be placed in effect for 
refugees in this order: 


Priority List 


(1) School children 6-15 years 


old with escorts, (2) children un- 
der 6 with mothers or guardians, 
(3), expectant mothers, aged, in- 
firm and incapacitated persons, 
others not serving in essential ca- 
(4), institution inmates, and (5) 
pacities. 


Evacuees would be taken from 


their collecting centers at the edge 
of the threatened area to other 
centers on major highways at least 
15 miles away. They would then 
be conducted Jp staging centers

SPRINGFIELD—(AP) — The 


state' budgetary commission late 
yesterday shaved $1,800,000 from 
operating funds sought by Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 


The commission also cut $2,289,- 


000 from the Illinois Public Aid 
commission'! request for $167,000,- 
000 in state funds, and heard Illi- 
nois civil defense officials ask for 
$642.*200. 


No action was taken on the civil 


defense request. The money would 
be used chiefly for administrative 
expenses. 


If the budgetary commission's 


reduction of the university'* oper- 
ating budget stands, the school 
will get a total of $73,801,577 for 
the 1951-53 period. 


Must Reduce Staff 


Dr. George Stoddard, university 


president, said the $1,800,000 cut 
would have to be made in the face 
of cost of living wage raises for 
plant and academic personnel. 


He said the budget cut would be 


met by a reduction of staff mem- 
bers, reductions in purchases and 
by a possible increase in Illinois 
resident student tuition fees. 


"The amount of tuition increase 


will be determined by a further 
study of our needs," Stoddard told 
reporters. 


4,000 Drop 


He estimated there will be a 


4,000 undergraduate student en- 
rollment drop in the present 19,000 
Urbana campus population. 


Budgetary commission members 


indicated they will approve $6,- 
340,000 for construction of a medi- 
cal-pharmacy building on the Chi- 
cago campus. The university has 
requested $17,000,000 for building 
items. 


The commission took no action 


on the $9,259,160 operating budget 
submitted by Southern Illinois uni- 
versity at Carbondale. 


Budgetary members announced 


reductions in amounts sought for 
the following school activities: 


School lunch program, cut $199,- 


000 from the $4,599,800 request; 
pupil transportation, reduced 
$400,000 from requested $8,600,- 
000; 
excess cost of educating 


handicapped children, reduced 
$737,877 from $12,477,837 request, 
and board of vocational education, 
cut $390,000 from $12,217,770 re- 
quest. 
Considine Backs 
Bill to Check 
Liquor Traffic 


SPRINGFIELD— (AP) — Three 


Illinois house members want the 
legislature to investigate inter- 
state liquor traffic through Cairo, 
111.They filed a resolution yester- 
day asking that 10 legislators "de- 
termine if there have been any 
violations of the Illinois liquor 
control act" by wholesale liquor 
dealers shipping too ther states. 


The resolution was offered by 


Reps. Carl Priehs (D-Pana), Clin- 
ton J. Searle (R-Rock Island) and 
Hubert D. Considine (D-Dixon).

Establishment of a 
factory equipped to produce five 
to seven tons daily is "under con- 
sideration," Prakasa added. The 
artificial rice contains an esti- 
mated three times more starch 
than milled rice. Tapioca is the
